across a sofa 
There is someone who is an 
alcoholic and though it is your 
own 
husband 
or wife or 
mother or father, you are 
agonizingly, despairingly, 
absolutely 
unable 
to 
do 
anything to help 
Where can you turn0 


TH E 
TRA D ITIO N XL 
advice has been that you try 
to persuade the alcoholic to 
Visit 
his 
doctor. 
his 
clergyman 
or 
Alcoholics 
Anonymous and generally 
use tender loving care no 
fnatter what But a new book. 
"The Alcoholic in Your Life," 
suggests an alternative place 
to turn to 
in the general 
direction of the door 
When it is apparent no 
amount of aid is going to turn 
the tide," writes Jo Coudert, 
"must 
a 
strong 
fife be 
sacrificed to prolong an 
enfeebled one0 I think not 1 
think a choice must be made 
and that it must be to save the 
healthiest 
Anything else is 
waste compounded " 


M I S S 
COUD ERT, 
a 
writer-editor who specializes 
in 
psychology 
and 
is 
managing 
editor 
of 
the 
International 
Journal 
of 
Group Psychotherapy, is a 
small, 
melancholy 
woman 
who speaks from unhappy 
experience. 
Her 
mother 
became an alcoholic when 
Miss Coudert. an only child, 
was in her mid-teens. Miss 
Coudert’s father left them 
and she took care of her 
mother for about 10 years, 
nursing, coaxing, pleading, 
scolding All futility 
"I remember being envious 
of the other girls at school," 
she says wistfully. "They had 
mothers 
who 
acted 
like 
mothers, while 
I had a 
mother who was more like 
my child.” 
When she was 25, 
Miss 
Coudert gave up trying to 
help her mother and moved 
away. They never 
lived 
together again, though her 


mother lived 20 more years. 
And she says she does not 
regret her action: 


"I WOULD not even have 
done it differently if 
the 
outcome had been 20 days 
instead of 20 years because 
her life w as no pleasure to her 
and brought no pleasure to 
other people, and I cannot 
believe that an earlier death 
was 
something 
to 
be 
prevented at all costs." 
Miss Coudert 
has 
since 
found herself in the role of 
"coalcohohc” — her term for 
someone close to an alcoholic 
but not an alcoholic himself 
because of the addiction of 
two close friends (There are 
according to the 
National 
Council on Alcoholism, about 
nine 
million 
American 
alcoholics, but Miss Coudert 
admits, without being able to 
explain it, that she seems to 
have had more than her share 
of contact with alcoholics.) 
And she has emerged with the 
conviction 
that 
the 
coalcoholics 
have 
to 
be 
realistic about their situation 
"You have to know what 
you can do about it and what 
you can’t." she says. "You 
have to know just how much 
you can take. And you have to 
recognize that alcoholism is a 
stubborn, intractable con­ 
dition ’’ 


H ER 
M E W S 
are 
not 
revolutionary. She is not the 
only alcoholic who has given 
up and left an alcoholic to 
fend for himself 
But Miss 
Coudert is unusually frank 
about 
the 
necessity 
for 
considering 
the 
possibility 
that an alcoholic may be 
untreatable 
The National Council on 
Alcoholism's 
recommend­ 
ations 
for 
alcoholics 
talk 
about learning the facts on 
alcoholism, searching out 
treatment 
facilities 
and 
convincing the alcoholic to 
consult his doctor There is no 
mention of measures of last 
resort. 
An AA pamphlet on "The 
Alcoholic 
Husband," 
says. 
"You may have a husband of 
whom you 
despair com­ 
pletely 
He 
is violent, or 
appears definitely insane, 
when drunk. Doctors may 
shake their heads and advise 


to have him committed. In 
many ways this man may 
seem 
to 
be a 
‘hopless’ 
drunkard 
but 
A A. ex­ 
perience has shown that very 
few drinkers, however far 
dow n the ladder of alcoholism 
they may lie, are hopeless.’ " 


M I S S 
C O I D E R T . 
who 
grimly contends it is best to 
accentuate the negative, 
says: "If the coalcoholic is 
not to abandon herself to 
apathy 
and 
defeat, 
or 
alternatively, if she is not to 
abandon 
the 
alcoholic, 
perhaps it is hope that she 
must give up 


" If 
she 
finds 
herself 
whispering. ‘Maybe this time 
....’ she must squash 
the 
treacherous 
phrase 
and 
replace it with the stern, No, 
No, not this time Not ever. 
He is an alcoholic 
He will 
drink again.’ 


"When one can say to the 
drinker. 'From now on. it is 
your choice whether to drink 
or not I cannot stop you and I 
shall no longer try,’ it is not a 
sentence but a parole. In 
freeing 
the alcoholic, 
one 
frees oneself to become a 
person in one’s own right." 


M I S S 
C O I D E R T S 
pessimism and Freudian 
theories on the origins of 
alcoholism — which she says 
arises from over-coddling 
mothers run counter to the 
dominant medical view of 
alcoholism, 
that 
it 
is 
an 
illness, possibly one that can 
be 
treated 
by 
chemical 
means. But she insists that 
hers 
is 
a 
practical 
philosophy, not an inhuman 
one. 


"One person can provide 
for another the climate for 
change, the 
courage 
to 
change and the incentive to 
change," she says. But when 
change still doesn't come, she 
argues, the coalcoholic must 
accept 
the 
alcoholic’s 
drinking and make the best of 
it or leave. 
" I t ’s a terribly human 
thing to try to do it. but you 
just can t save someone 
else," she says. "People save 
themselves or they're not 
saved.”

Spying and Spoiling

A SENSATIONAL article to 
the effect 
that 
the U 
S. 
National Security Agency has 
cracked all the Russian codes 
and therefore 
is 
immune 
from surprise has appeared 
in the left-wing magazine, 
Ramparts. 
It 
was 
anonymously written by a 
man 
who 
later 
identified 
himself as Percy Fellwock, 
26. an anti-Vietnam war 
activist and former NSA 
communications analyst. 
Fellwock described the 
Soviet Union as an "inferior 
power" and said the U S. 
m ilitary was 
"the 
most 
dangerous threat to world 
peace " 


IE THE ARTICLE is true, 
many readers will conclude 
that we can relax about the 
Russians. Can we? 
It 
would be helpful, of 
course, to know a month in 
advance that 
Moscow is 
preparing a conventional 
armament blitz, but if we 
lack counterweapons, which 
require a lead time of \ears. 
we’d merely be in the position 
of the man falling out of an 
airplane who is alert to the 
danger but doesn’t have a 
parachute. 
In David Kahn’s 1967 book. 
"The Code Breakers," which 
is probably the finest en­ 
cyclopedia of cryptography 
ever written, the point 
is 
repeatedly made that code- 
breaking is essentially a 
business 
of 
exploring 
possibilities in an effort to 
catch a faint whiff of sense, 
and the more complicated the 
code, 
the 
larger 
the 
possibilities 


IN THE PAST, codes and 
ciphers were cracked by the 
sheer intellectual power of 
rare 
geniuses. 
But 
the 
computer has now arrived 
The computer can immensely 
speed 
the 
survey 
of 
possibilities So perhaps NSA 
has. indeed, cracked all the 
Russian codes, and perhaps 
Ru s s ian 
i n t e l li g e n c e 
possesses all of ours. 
America has come a long 
way from its age of innocence 
in 1929 when Secretary of 
State Henry L. Stimson with­ 
drew his support from the 
BJack 
Chamber 
on 
the 
grounds that "gentlemen do 
not read each other's mail." 
We are up to our eyeballs in 
trying 
to read everyone's 
mail, friend or potential foe 
and for two very pragmatic 
reasons: 
Every 
first-rate 
in­ 
telligence service in the 
world is trying to do the 
same, and the chances of 
making major strategic and 
diplomatic 
miscalculations 
are diminished in direct 
proportion 
to 
one's 


knowledge of what other 
governments are doing and 
thinking 
People have a 
morbid 
fascination with spying which 
the craft does not deserve 
Cloak-and-dagger stuff is of 
small importance compared 
to the wise analysis of overt 
information. The bug is less 
powerful than 
the clipping 
scissors. 


BUT SPO ILIN G 
can be 
more powerful than them all, 
if spoiling for an opponent 
nation to defend itself 
Spoiling includes psycho­ 
logical warfare, designed to 
mislead 
and confuse 
a 
potential enemy. It pumps up 
divisions within the victim 
country 
to 
produce 
irreconcilable 
splits 
and 
paralysis 
of 
will. 
The 
technique may be used to 
scare people out of their wits, 
or. sonversely, it may be used 
to 
assure 
them 
that 
the 
enemy 
is 
weak 
and 
vulnerable and not to be 
feared. 
Beyond this, there are the 
carefully nurtured cadres for 
subversion, usually planted 
in 
organizations 
that 
are 
"soft" hut not subversive. 
These are designed to operate

Admiral Whistleblower vs. the Pentagon 


Editor s Note—This is the 
second of three articles 
assessing the comparative 
military strength of the 
United States, 
the Soviet 
Union and their allies in 
Western Europe.

WASHINGTON (A P ) —The 
Soviet Navy, which has 
outbuilt the US. Navy at a 
rate of 2 to 1 in recent years, 
is reported on the verge of a 
new' surge in warship con­ 
struction. 
This is a trend that senior 
US. admirals say is running 
against the United States in 
the 
struggle 
for 
naval 
supremacy, which parallels 
Soviet advantages in ground 
forces and missile numbers. 
The missile race is con­ 
tinuing, despite the new 
agreement to limit strategic 
arms. The emphasis will shift 
to increased numbers of 
warheads 
and 
improved 
methods of delivery. On the 
ground, this country has 
conceded the Soviets a wide 
lead in combat forces bv 
cutting the U.S. Army to its 
smallest size in a generation. 
Adm. Elmo R.Zumwalt Jr., 
the Navy’s chief, warns that 
“ unless we continue a dedi­ 
cated and determined naval 
modernization program, ex­ 
panding Soviet naval capabi­ 
lities could, in the not too dis­ 
tant future, put the Soviet Un­ 
ion in a position to disrupt our 
use of the seas ...” 
Critics dispute such grim 
forecasts, accusing the Navy 
of trying to scare Congress 
and the country into ac­ 
cepting bigger Navy budgets. 
“ The Pentagon buildup of 
the Soviet Navy is a strange 
but well-known technique.” 
said Sen. William Proxmire. 
D-Wis., who is leading forces 
bent on blunting the Navy’s 
bid for about $3.6 billion in 
new shipbuilding money. 
Proxmire claims the US. 
Navy is far superior to 
Russia’s and will stay that 
way under current building 
programs. 
TheUS.Navy’sconcern has 
had some support from the 
outside. 
Raymond V. B. Blackman, 
editor of the authoritative 
British publication Jane's 
Fighting Ships, wrote last 
July that “ the situation for 
the US. Navy is serious.” 
“ By any standards, the So­ 
viet fleet now represents the 
supernavy of a superpower,” 
Blackman said. 
According to the latest US. 
Navy estimates, Russia is 
operating 568 major surface, 
warships and submarine 
while the United States has 
378 in its active fleet. 
Both navies have been 
retiring older ships but the 
Russians are credited with 
building 89 new war vessels 
since 1967 while the United 
States was constructing 42. 
This constructing gap has 
contributed to the US. Navy’s 
obsolescence problem. Its 
ships average 16 years of age 
while the Soviet average is 
only nine years. Older ships 
generally are slower, their 
armament 
and 
other 
equipment less sophisticated. 
During the past five years, 
the Russians have sent about 
10 new classes of major 
surface combat ships and 
submarines to sea. 
And the pace of Soviet 
naval modernization appears 
to be accelerating. This year 
ilone, USS intelligence has 
spotted three new classes of 
Russian destroyer, 
frigate 
and cruiser. 


Cost increases have har­ 
dened even hawkish senators 
and congressmen against the 
Navy’s 
pleas 
for 
more 
shipbuilding money. 
The [price 
ot 
a 
new 
destroyer-is around $90 
million. The bill for a new 
attack submarine adds up to 
about $220 million. The cost 
figures that really staggers 
Congress is 
the $l-billion 
estimate for a fourth nuclear- 
powered aircraft carrier. 
In their defense, Navy 
admirals recall that they 
were appealing for modern 
ships years ago when prices 
were much lower but that the 
Pentagon's civilian leaders 
made them wait. 
When he was secretary of 
Defense, 
Robert S. 
Mc­ 
Namara forced the Navy in 
the 1960s to accept a new oil- 
burning carrier instead ot a 
nuclear-propelled 
ship 
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because it cost less — about 
$277 million 
If they had been able to 
build that ship with atomic 
engines the admirals say, 
they would already have had 
their fourth nuclear carrier 
and at half the current $1- 
billion estimate. 
Faced with a balking Con­ 
gress, the Navy has put its 
designers tg work on a 
variety of ship innovations 


featuring relative simplicity 
and hoped-for lower cost. 
These include a “ sea- 
con trol ship” which would 
carry vertical 
and • short- 
takeoff airplanes and cost 
about $100 milliion. 
Because of a Navy blind 
spot the Russia as are years 
ahead in ship-killing missiles. 
Back in the 1950s and 1960s, 
when Russia’s surface fleet 
was less than formidable, 
U.S. 
Navy 
leaders con­ 
centrated on arming their 
vessels fodeal with the Soviet 
submarine and air threat. 
The U.S. Navy woke to the 
potential of antiship missiles 
only after the 1967 sinking of 
an Israeli destroyer by a 
Sovietmade Styx missile 
fired by Egyptians. 
Meanwhile, the U.S. Navy 
has been straining to catch 
up. So far, the Navy has only 
a temporary expedient ready 
to install until the Harpoon 
missile is ready, perhaps in 
about three years. 
The Soviet and U.S. navies 
traditionally have differed in 
their composition because of 
their djffering geography and 
naval strategy. 
Adm Thomas H. IMoorer, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, outlined the con­ 
tradicting U.S. and Soviet 
naval objectives this* way: 
“ Because of our great im­ 
pendence 
on 
overseas 
sources of raw materials and 
because of our strong ties to 
Our overseas allies, we must 
insure our access to the seas 
in both peace and war. 
Consequently, U.S. Navy 
general purpose forces have 
been designed primarily to 
control the sea lines of com­ 
munication and to project our 
seapower across the oceans. 
“ The Soviets, in contrast, 
are 
less 
dependent 
on 
overseas sources of supply 
and are less involved with 
overseas allies. Their long­ 
term objective, apparently, is 
to weaken our ties with our 
overseas allies and prevent 
us from coming to their 
assistance in time of wrar. 
“ Accordingly, the Soviet 
Navy general purpose force 
has been designed primarily

to disrupt our sea lanes of 
communication and obstruct 
the projection of our sea 
power.” 
Therefore, 
analysts say, 
the United States has built its 
naval striking power around 
aircraft carriers and has 
sought nuclear propulsion for 
surface ships so they can 
operate for longer periods in 
far distant areas of the globe.

The Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare has 
launched a full investigation 
of a federal experiment in 
which some Alabama black 
men died because they were 
denied 
proper 
medical 


treatment for syphilis and its 
side-effects. 
The investigation was an­ 
nounced Tuesday night by 
Dr. 
Merlin * K. 
DuVal, 


assistant secretary of HÊW , 
who said he was shocked and 
horrified to learn of the ex­ 
periment. The announcement 
followed disclosure by The 
Associated Press of the 40- 
year study. 


"Although the study was 
begun in 1932, and although 
the opportunity to bring 
treatment to these men has 
long 
passed, 
1 
am 
today 
launching a full investigation 
mi to 
the 
circumstances 
surrounding it," DuVal said. 
"1 especially want to deter­ 
mine why the study was per­ 
mitted to continue past the 
time penicillin became the ef­ 
fective drug of choice against 
the disease," he said " I can 
say with certainty that such a 
study could not be launched 
today." 
HEW oversees the Public 


Health Service, 
which, 
in 


1932, initiated the Tuskegee 
Study, an experiment which 
withheld 
proper 
medical 


treatment from a group of 
Tuskegee, Ala., syphilitics in 
order to determine through 
autopsy at the time of their 
deaths what damage the 
untreated disease can do to 
the human body. 
Current PHS officials say 


they have questions about the 
morality of the study, par­ 
ticularly the post-World War 
II decision not to treat the 
syphilitics with penicillin, 
then 
a 
proven 
readily 


available 
cure 
for 
the 


disease. 
Originally, PHS officials at 


the 
Center 
for 
Disease 


Control in Atlanta told The 
Associated Press that 
the 


study involved 600 black men 
divided into three groups: 200 
not suffering syphilis, 
200 


with the disease and treated 
with the best methods known 
at the time and 
200 not 


treated for syphilis at all. 


However, after the study 
was disclosed and CDC of­ 
ficials rechecked, they said 
they found that none of the 400 
men who had syphilis ever 
whs treated for it. doubling 
the size of the group exposed 


to disability and death. 


The Tuskegee Study began 


10 years before penicillin was 
discovered to be an effective 
cure for syphilis and 15 years 
before the drug was widely 
available to doctors. Yet even 
after 
penicillin 
become 


common, and while its use 
probably could have helped 
or saved a number of ex­ 
periment 
participants, 
the 


drug was not given to them, 
according to Dr. J D. Millar. 


He is chief of the veneral- 


disease branch of the Atlanta 
Center for Disease Control 
and is now in charge of what 
is left of the Tuskegee Study.

Laurel Lea Schaefer says she 
set some rules of personal be­ 
havior when she became Miss 
America last September in 
Atlantic Citv, NJ, 
“ I don't allow myself to 
kiss men—like mayors and 
visiting dignitaries. If they 
try it. I just tell them I think 
it's unnecessary. Or I tell 
them that I have a very 
special friend who wouldn't 
appreciate it. 
“ Of course,” the green- 
eyed 
Ohio 
University 
graduate added with a laugh. 
“ I do occasionally run into 
some real mashers.“ 
Laurel, 
23. 
says 
her 
“ special 
friend“ —John 
Lurie, whom she’s been 
dating for more than two 
years—is one of the items in 
her life that she will begin 
reevaluating after she hands 
her crown to a successor 
Sept. 9. 
“ I’m looking forward to 
setting new goals.’’ she said, 
brushing her long brown hair 
back from her shoulders. 
“ I'm planning to go into 
television acting and public 
relations work for several 
companies.” 
She 
has 
a 
degree in Fine Arts and had 
an acting scholarship at DU. 
Miss America, who says 
she never considered herself 
“ beautiful of face or body,” 
lives in 
Bexley, 
an

dependent 
city 
within 
Columbus. 
Laurel says that a year of 
traveling through the US. as 
Miss America has made 
problems she had “ only read 
about” come alive. 


Learns to Adjust 


Laurel has been in the 
hospital a few times this year 
with a stomach disorder, but 
says it had nothing to do with 
her job, and was just caused 
by a virus. 
“ This job is unique in at 
least one respect.” she 
reflected “ I’m sure I'll never 
have another that’s seven 
days a week, any hour of the 
day. Anyway, I’ve learned 
how to be very flexible.” 


Laurel's also learned to be 
flexible in her opinions, she 
says. 
“ I’ve always been very 
opinionated — but after this 
year, I can say that I've been 
exposed to enough things to 
have 
a 
reason 
for 
my 
opinions. And I ’ve learned 
how to listen. I never really 
had to listen to opinions 
counter to mine before.” 
One of the hardest parts 
about being Miss America 
- are those days when you don ’t 
feel like being Miss America, 
she said.

Right now Laurel doesn't

McGovern, and I’m doing a 
lot of listening.” 
When Laurel became Miss 
America she told reports she 
had never owned a pair of 
bluejeans and never would,

feminine. But she stresses 
that femininity and liberation 
don’t have to cancel each 
other out. 
“ I think the basic ideas of 
women’s lib are very good, 
and I believe in the whole 
principle ot women s rights.

dishes. The glass cases 
contain many novelties, lace 
collars, 
beads, 
jewelry, 
beaded articles, etc. There is 
a picture of the brick home of 
John Butler, Quaker, in 
Goshen Township, who was 
the great-grandfather of W, 
Ray Pearce.

mother. An original Quaker 
dress also is on display. 
A Woodruff cook stove is 
featured in the kitchen, along 
with a pancake griddle. The 
griddle has a bucket type 
handle and is reputed to have 
been made by Aaron Hise in 
1850. The J. Woodruff & Sons 
stove works was located at 
the corner of what is now S. 
Ellsworth Ave. and Mill St., 
in 1889.

Not With a Bang But a Whimper 


Dogs Sink Their Teeth Into the Problem of Bom b Detection 


IN 
iHIS AGE O l 
HIJACKLRS 
and other assorted psycho­ 
paths, airlines appear to be going to the dogs. Actually, they 
are going willingly, because the dogs have been specially 
trained to sniff out hidden explosives. 
Four German shepherds, trained by the District of Columbia 
Metropolitan Police Department, are now being tried out by 
Fairfax Countv Police at Dulles International Airport in Vir­ 
ginia. A budget of $34,000 is provided tor the do,: 
tv\o station 
wagons, kennels and other necessities tor the training, trans­ 
portation and care of the animals. It also covers salaries for 
the police officers handling the dogs. 
The first step for the dogs in the program was a 14-week 
course in general obedience. After a month's breather, the 
animals went into six weeks of speciali/ed training. During the 
test, any time there is a bomb threat, the dogs are called upon 


to go over the aircratt with keen noses smiting luggage and 
various compartments. They are also on call for National Air­ 
port just ac ross the Potomac from the capital. 
I lailmg the new detectives, John 11. Shaffer, Federal Aviation 
Administrator, said: "Dogs already have demonstrated their 
effer tiveness in a wide variety of law enforcement and se­ 
curity tasks and should prove a valuable addition to ground 
set urity systems at airports. ' 


SHAIFER 
RECOMMENDED that other airports consider 
training dogs to increase the odds against hijackings and other 
acts of sabotage. 
After the test, Fairfax County Police will keep the dogs and 
related equipment, but they will still be available to both air­ 
ports on <1 24-hour-a-day, seven days-a-week basis. Now, if 
dogs could spot potential hijackers. . . 


SNARLS AND BARKS are the signal that one of the dogs has detected a bomb. Four officers of the Fairfax 
County Police volunteered to act as handlers and go through the 20-weeks of training that were 
required for the canine quartet.
